EXPLANATION

The Department of Transportation has undertaken a safety program to protect its employees from the harmful
effects of lead. The Mechanical Services employees that have the potential for lead exposure are located in the
Concord facility and 7 satellite locations, fifty three (53) of the Bureau’s employees. The uniforms will be in
addition to the other engineered enhancements that the Department has undertaken to reduce the harm that lead
presents. Included enhancements are lead fume extractor equipment, written safety procedures, and vacuum
machine w/HEPA filters. After each day’s work, the'employee will leave the uniform at his/her place of work.
This procedure is to prevent lead being taken home to the employee’s family. This contract is for supplying fifty
three (53) employees with uniforms,

The additional funds requested through the FY19 amendment shali provide the appropriate and sufficient funding
for the uniforms required in FY2019.
